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THE  AMERICAN  GEOGRAPHICAL  SOCIE  l  Y 


IN  1852  a  group  of  farsighted  business  and  professional  men  in  New  York  City, 
recognizing  their  growing  need  for  accurate  knowledge  concerning  various  parts 
of  the  world,  created  a  central  clearinghouse  for  geographical  inlormation — the 
American  Geographical  Society.  The  purpose  of  the  founders  was  to  advance  the 
science  of  geography,  bv  discussion,  publication,  and  lectures;  to  establish  in  the 
cliief  city  of  the  United  States  a  place  where  accurate  information  on  every  part  of 
the  globe  could  be  obtained ;  .and  to  encourage  exploration  and  research. 

The  publications  of  the  Society  are  varied.  The  Gcoiiraphical  Ri'vii'w,  its  long- 
established  scientific  quarterly,  .aims  at  a  balanced  survey  of  the  geographical  world. 
The  monthly  periodical.  Focus,  complements  the  Review  by  presenting  in  popular 
form  background  facts  and  geographic.al  interpretations  of  current  world  problems. 
Books  and  monographs  .appear  at  frequent  intervals  in  the  Research,  Special  Ptiblicalions, 
and  other  series. 

The  Society’s  library  is  one  of  the  largest  geographical  collections  in  the  w  orld 
and  the  largest  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  In  addition  to  the  usual  functions,  since 
1923  it  has  maintained  a  Research  C.atalogue  based  on  a  scheme  of  classification 
specially  devised  for  purposes  of  geographical  research,  and  it  issues  a  monthly 
bibliographical  periodical.  Current  Geoj^raphical  Publications.  The  map  collection  is 
preeminent  in  selective  and  comprehensive  world  coverage:  not  only  sheet  maps 
but  maps  contained  in  books  and  periodicals  are  entered  in  the  Map  Catalogue. 

For  many  years  the  Society  has  promoted  studies  rekiting  to  questions  of  wide 
public  interest;  for  example,  settlement  in  the  pioneer  belts  of  the  world,  polar  e.\- 
ploration,  medical  geography,  conservation  of  natural  resources,  and,  most  recently, 
the  nature  of  the  marine  environment.  It  has  compiled  and  published  in  107  sheets 
the  well-known  Map  of  Hispanic  America,  1 : 1,000,000,  which  has  repe.itedly  proved 
its  usefulness  to  scientists,  businessmen,  and  government  officials.  It  has  also  engaged 
in  the  development  of  new  teclmiques  and  instruments  designed  to  increase  tlie  effi¬ 
ciency  of  surveying  and  mapping.  From  time  to  time  six  medals  are  awarded  by  the 
Society. 

The  qualifications  for  Fellowship  in  the  Society  are  an  interest  in  exploration, 
travel,  and  research,  and  in  the  spread  of  geographical  knowledge;  thus  members  are 
recruited  from  all  walks  of  life.  Membership  is  of  ten  types.  Fellows  pay  annual 
dues  of  S17.50;  Sustaining  Fellows,  annual  dues  of  S35.00;  and  Contributing  Fellows, 
annual  dues  of  Sioo.oo.  Life  Fellows  contribute  S300;  Patrons,  Siooo;  and  Bene¬ 
factors,  S5000.  The  other  classes  of  membership  are  Student  Associates,  who  pay 
annual  dues  of  $5.00  (and  whose  student  status  must  be  attested  by  a  professor); 
Subscribing  Fellows  and  Library  Associates,  who  pay  annual  dues  of  S25.00;  and 
Corporation  Associates,  who  pay  aiuuial  dues  of  S500.00.  Fellows  and  Associates  are 
entitled  to  the  Geociraphical  Review,  Focus,  and  Uhiquc  (Subscribing  Fellows,  Library 
Associates,  and  Corporation  Associates  receive  Current  Geo^^rapliical  Publications  also), 
to  the  use  of  the  library  and  map  room,  to  admission  to  lectures,  and  to  consultation 
with  members  of  the  staff.  They  may  purchase  the  Society’s  publications  at  substantial 
discounts.
